“And all of the accidents 
have been property damage

Poeppelmeier also noted 
that the present rate of 16 
accidents per million miles 
is better than the 1973 rate of 
16.8 and the 1974 rate of 20.44 
accidents for entrants in the 
National Safety Council’s 
Fleet Safety Contest.

downward trend in our

rate considering 
that we are driving more 
m iles, have seven m ore 
buses on the road than we 
did two years ago and the

Reasons cited by Poep­ 
pelmeier for the lower ac­ 
cident rate include for­

“It doesn’t have to be 
called weighted pupil as long 
as the money is put where 
the needs of the children 
are,” Briscoe said. 


Briscoe said his plan is 
winning support especially 
from local officials who have 
exam ined the alternative 
plans. 
“ T here’s more school 
superintendents here today 
that understand the program 
that I have recommended 
than

before,” 
the 
governor said.

compromise to change the

Chimp Learns to Talk 


Researchers Teach Lilly Sign Language

COLLEGE 
STATION, 
Tex. (UPI) — A 2-year-old 
chim panzee nam ed Lilly 
may tell research ers at 
Texas A&M University a lot 
about 
her 
world 
without 
uttering a word 
Dr. 
Ordean 
Oyen. 
a 
physical 
anthropologist, 
leads a 
research 
project 
which involves teaching 
American Sign Language to 
Lilly in hopes she will enable 
the scientist to look at a 
chimp through a chimp’s 
eyes. 
“ Chim panzees use dif­ 
ferent methods and different 
com m unication 
system s 
than we are used to,” Oyen 
said. “ It’s a matter of tap­ 
ping into that system.’’ 
Oyen 
is 
convinced 
prim ates such as ch im ­ 
panzees 
have 
com ­ 
munications systems, other­ 
wise they could not organize 
the world they live in. The 
research is not trying to 
make chimps human, Oyen 
said, but to teach them to use 
human 
gestures 
to 
com­ 


municate. which requires a 
long period of adjustment 
“First of all, there’s the 
major one of adjusting a w ild 
caught chimp to the human 
situation, ’’ 
Oyen 
said 
“ Likewise, we have to adjust 
the human system to the 
primate, so there is a long 
time before anything can be 
accomplished.” 
The 28-pound chimp 
is 
comparable to a three-year- 
old human in size, but her 
strength 
and 
motor 
organization is far advanced 
than that of a child. 
“The problem is, we don’t 
have Dr. Spock to ask how 
much can you expect a 2 '2 
year 
old chim p to 
a c ­ 
complish.” Oyen said. “ Now 
we're expecting it to per­ 
form in a way that you can’t 
expect from a human child.” 
Rating 
a 
c him p’s 
in­ 
telligence also is difficult for 
Oyen and his researchers. 
“ It wouldn't perform well 
in 
an 
IQ 
test, 
but 
its 
knowledge of edible food­ 
stuffs in East Africa would 
surely exceed mine.” Oven 


said. 
A scientist could just as 
well expect a child to fly as 
to teach a chimp to talk, the 
scientist said, because the 
primate doesn’t have the 
mental 
capacity 
for 
m astering 
the 
English 
language 
Oyen and his 
assistants hope Lilly will 
learn 
to apply 
American 
Sign Language on her own 
rath er 
than 
m im icking 
human 
gestures such 
as 
trained dogs and seals. 
“We're anxious to see if 
chimps housed together will 
react in ways we can under­ 
stand 
about 
things 
we 
suspect they 
might 
have 
been doing all the time,” 
Oyen said. “ They might talk 


about 
the 
w eather 
We 
simply don't know what the 
system is. " 
American Sign Language 
is not difficult for a human to 
learn, he said. It includes 
gestures 
that 
assum e 
phrases and can be strung 
together 
in 
very 
rapid 
sequence to communicate a 
lot of information. 
The scientists picked the 
chimpanzee because it is 
very close to man in terms of 
evolutionary 
development 
and behaviorally close in 
terms of human develop­ 
ment. Oyen said. 
“ We haven’t reached any 
conclusions yet.” Oyen said, 
“ because i f s much too 
early.

Nuclear Plant Stomped 


Dinosaur Tracks Halt Construction 


GLEN ROSE. Tex * U P I) 
- A set of dinosaur tracks 
has halted construction of 
Texas' first nuclear power 
plant. 
Like a signature from an 
era when fossil fuels were 
being formed. IO tracks of a 
threetoed. 
10-ton reptile 
perhaps 20 feet long, were 
discovered 
last 
week 
stamped into sandstone at 
the bottom of a 70-feet deep 
pit 
planned 
to 
hold 
the 
plant’s main reactor. 
The tracks, apparently 
those 
of 
an 
Acrocan- 
thosaurusor a Camtosaurus. 
measure two feet by one foot 
and several are in a line, as 
one worker put it. "like he 
walked 
right 
out 
of the 
wall.” 
Texas 
Utilities 
Co. 
workers were preparing to 
pour the first concrete into 
(he huge hole when 
the 
tracks were discovered, but 
rain in North Central Texas 
stalled all work and now they 
await dry weather to Degin 
what they hope will be a 
brief and successful attempt 
to remove the prints. 
“We think there is a layer 
of claystone about 1.2 feet 
!>elow the surface where the 
tracks are now,” project 
manager C A. Gatchell said. 
“ We have a rock saw and 
we're going to saw down to 
that level and try to break 
the block at that plane and 
lift the pieces out of there " 
G atchell said 
the un­ 
covering of the prints was 
entirely accidental. 
“ That was the amazing 
thing.” he said 
“We dug 
that hole with explosives and 
we had men with shovels 
down there making the final 
cleanup when they found 
them. 


If the designed elevation 
of the bottom of the ex­ 
cavation had been six inches 
more or less, the tracks 
never would have been 
seen.” 
Dinosaur tracks are big 
news around Glen 
Rose 
where the little Paluxy River 
winds between stone bluffs 
and little grass pastures. 
The 
feeling 
of 
saving 
something old and special 
and the fear of atomic fires 
led many recently to oppose 
the power plant on Squaw 
Creek But that controversy 
has mostly died 
Even the people at the 
Dinosaur Valley State Park 
don't seem to mind There 
the prints lie in the stone 
beneath the clear water 
They have been studied and 
photographed 
and 
plaster 
casted 
by 
university 
scientists 
and each 
year 
thousands of tourists come to 
look. 
lim ited excavation near 
the river turned up tracks at 
the sam e 
level 
as 
the 
riverbed. More of the tracks 
were found in other creeks 
nearby. It appears at one 
tim e 
the 
whole 
of 
southeastern 
Sommer veil 
County was a playground for 
the huge reptiles 
A walk at low water to 
stand beside the marks of 
those 
splay-footed 
m on­ 
strosities brings out a cer­ 
tain apprehension —a fear 
that something that large 
and perhaps carnivorous 
actually stood so near, in 
space if not in time, and 
might even now rear up from 
the scrub oak and make for 
fresh prey. And too. there is 
the knowledge that 
fuels 
formed from 
these and 
lesser animals are running 


out even as new evidence of 
the great animals is found. 
Gatchell said it might take 
two or three days to get the 
prints out. He plans to cut 
slabs around the prints six 
feet by three feet, lift them 
out and spray them with an 
acrylic coating to help 
preserve them 
But the company has not 
yet decided what to do with 
the prints. 
“We just found something 
that might 
be of some 
scientific value and we want 
to share it,” one spokesman

said. “ We might send one or 
both of them down to the 
museum or m ake them 
available 
for

study. Finding them was a 
happy accident.” 
For his 
part,

“ I feel like they will be in 
our adm inistration office 
when we finish the plant,” he 
said, “a part of an exhibition 
of the plant area. Right now 
we want to make sure they 
are preserved well and put in 
our construction office until 
such time as a decision is 
made.”

Try Chrysanthemums

If you stretched end-to-end 
all 
the 
fences 
in 
North 
Texas, they’d reach clear 
from 
your 
p la c e 
to 
som ew here in China. But a 
G reat Wall they wouldn’t be. 
If our neighborhood is any 
exam ple, probably half of 
the 1 0 ,0 0 0 m ile fence would 
be down . . . som e from the 
wind, som e from old age and 
som e from the neighbor lady 
with 
protruding 
bum pers. 
lf you’re thinking of fence 
building, plan well to begin. 
D e te rm in e 
your 
e x a c t 
reason for fencing, be it 
p riv a c y , 
s e c u rity , 
co n ­ 
tainm ent of children or pets, 
o rn a m e n ta tio n or sim ply 
property delineation. Select 
your fence m aterial, then, 
accordingly. 
Check your city offices for 


ordinances to m ake sure 
you’ll com ply. Check and 
recheck your property line. 
Be sure you’re not building a 
gift for next door. And check 
with your neighbors to share 
your ideas in advance--keep 
peace on the block. 
In their fine illustrated 
booklet, 
“ G ard en S tru c ­ 
tu res,” ($1.25), the folks of 
th e 
B rooklyn 
B o tan ic 
G arden w rite, “ Fences have 
alm ost infinite possibilities 
and 
variations 
in 
design 
m aterial, and usefulness.” 
M a te ria ls a v a ila b le 
in 
North T exas vary widely, 
just as do our tastes. Most 
popular of all in our are a are 
the w estern red cedar fen­ 
ces. T hey’re interm ediate in 
cost, yet they add an a t­ 
tractive natural tone to the 
garden. With posts carefully 


treated with preservatives 
such as pentachlorophenol, 
the fences will last m any 
years, quickly w eathering to 
an a ttr a c tiv e g ray -b ro w n 
color. 
M asonry fences and walls 
a re 
c e rta in ly 
th e 
m ost 
perm anent. But they also 
need good footing to resist 
our 
c la y ’s 
sh iftin g 
an d 
cracking. T hey’re the m ost 
expensive of all com mon 
fences, but they’re excellent 
ways of tying the landscape 
into the house through the 
use of the sam e construction 
m aterials. Brick is generally 
natural appearing and it acts 
as an excellent noise screen. 
Chain link and wire fences 
provide 
fairly 
good 
con­ 
tainm ent for two-and four­ 
legged friends, but they’re 
not m uch for privacy unless 


sh ro u d ed 
w ith 
p la n ts. 
T h e y ’re 
a lso 
the 
le a st 
natural of the fence-building 
m aterials and the hardest to 
work 
into the landscape. 
M any 
d e s ig n e rs 
h av e 
com prom ised, using h and­ 
som e creations of wood and 
wire together, thus gaining 
the strong points of each. 


There are dozens of other 
suitable ferice construction 
m aterials, from split rails to 
wrought iron. All are m ost 
satisfactory, so long as they 
m eet your needs and your 
tastes. 


Several plants m ight even 
serve your purposes quite 
well. F or wind, noise and 
visual screening you m ight 
try (large shru b s-o v er eight 
feet) 
Jap an ese ligustrum , 
photinia and cherry laurel. 


Although the fall season 
seem s far aw ay, it’s tim e to 
plan for som e color for the 
hom e landscape this fall, 
and chrysanthem um s can 
fill the bill. 
“ C hrysanthem um s 
can 
provide color and variety in 
the fall m onths after m any 
annual flow ers have died,” 
says E verett Janne, land­ 
scape horticulturist for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
E xtension Service. 
“ R ooted 
c u ttin g s 
of 
chrysanthem um s planted in 
late May or early June will 
h av e a sh o rte r grow ing 
se aso n 
an d 
w ill 
m ak e 
sm aller plants 
that 
need 
little 
staking 
if 
properly 
pinched,” points out Janne. 
P lant chrysanthem um s in 
fertile soil in an area that 
gets plenty of sun, advises 
the Texas A&M U niversity 
S ystem 
sp e c ia lis t. 
An 
elevated site is best because 
it lessens the possibility of 
harm 
from 
frost. 
Before 
planting, broadcast two to 
th re e pounds of 
1 0 -2 0 - 1 0 
fertilizer per IOO square feet 
of bed area. Work this into 
the top six inches of soil. 
“ About six weeks after 
p la n tin g . 
ap p ly 
. 
a 
sidedressing of one pound of 
10-20-10 fertilizer per 50 feet 
of row. Work this into the top 
inch of soil and w ater w ell,” 
explains Janne. 
“The additional fertilizer 
w ill 
p ro m o te 
v ig o ro u s 
growth during the sum m er. 
You m ay w ant to reapply 
fertilizer 
in 
m id-A ugust.” 
W aterin g 
is 
im p o rta n t 
th ro u g h o u t 
th e 
g ro w in g 
seaso n 
to 
k eep 
p la n ts 
h e a lth y 
a n d 
gro w in g 
vigorously. 
T h e 
h o r t i c u l t u r i s t 
re c o m m e n d s p ro v id in g a 


m ulch 
of 
saw dust, 
bark, 
wood chips or peat m oss 
around the plants to con­ 
s e rv e soil m o is tu re an d 
reduce weeds. 
“ C a re fu l 
p ru n in g 
is 
n e c e s sa ry fo r p ro d u cin g 
ex h ib itio n ty p e flo w e rs,” 
advises Jan n e. “ About two 


w eeks after planting, pinch 
out the top two inches of a 
stem above a set of leaves. 
This will cause two or three 
side branches to grow which 
will produce la rg e flowers. 
F or sm aller, m ore num erous 
bloom s, pinch an inch from 
each end of the new shoots.

Put on a hanger as soon as shirt is 
removed from dryer. If the drying instructions on your gar­ 
ment differ follow those on the tag. — POLLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — When a film form s on your shower doors, 
floors and walls in the bathroom wait until all is com pletely dry 
and then proceed with a dry steel wool pad and the film just 
powders off. — TAMARA.
